Safety Belts Should Be Added 
To Cars To Save Injuries 


Safety kelts in automobiles are being 
strongly recommended by many people inter- 
ested in preventing injuries and deaths in traf 
fic collisions. 

It is likely that if all occupants of all cars 
were ‘strapped in,” there. would be fewer per- 
sons thrown out of cars and thus fewer people 
seriously injured. 

Airplanes, as an example, are not permitted 
to fly unless each passenger is equipped with 
“safety belts.” Use of the belts is required 
when there is any hint of danger. 

In almost any accident reported in deail, 
there is reference to the “passengers being 
thrown form the car.” The passengers land 
with terrific, crushing force on the pavement, 
against a tree or utility post. If safety belts 
were required, these passengers would be held 
more firmly to their seats. \ 

In this connection, it might be timely to refer 
to the accident in which Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
G. Manley of Upland and Mrs. J. Dewey Harnish 
of Ontario were seriously injured. It is likely 
they would not have been tossed about the car 
had they ben held secure by seat belts. It 
takes only a second to ocur and it is logical that 
occupants held in place by belts would be less 
uikely to be the victims of sudden emergencies. 

One of The Upland News cars is already 
equipped with seat belts. Others are going to 
be added.

Freedom Is Important But 
Newspaper Presses Are Stilled 


Something is wrong—- 

More than five million newspaper readers 
in New York are denied the privilege of buying 
their favorite daily. 

What the merits are of the case, 3000 miles 
away, we do not know. 

A handful of persons, however, have killed 
the policy of “freedom of the press” in the na- 
tion’s biggest city. It is something that could 
happen any place, any time. That is why it 
is important to everyone here and in every 
city across the nation. 

This great privilege of anyone being able 
to say in print anything he wished was one of 
the first guarantees given in the foundation of 
America. Through the generations many, 
many thousands of people have given their 
lives to safeguard this and other freedoms. 

Yet, with one action, the presses have been 
stilled and the great throb of one of the world’s 
most important news centers has been quieted. 
New Yorkers are in darkness. 

If the lights were turned off in all of South- 
ern California tonight and the electricity was 
kept off until a very few people decided other- 
wise, our way of life would be changed dras- 
tically. 

The analogy may not be applicable be- 
tween the news presses being stilled and the 
lights going out. Yet, as we think of the dark- 
ness with no lights, so can we ponder the news 
and editorial blackout and the possible conse- 
quences. 

In this great country, freedom is important. 


Social Security Rafe Should 
Remain Unchanged 


| Shauld the rate of tax for social security 
tdkes be increased as scheduled Jan. 1? 

The proposed law calls for an increase in 
deductions from the employes’ pay checks and 
@ similar increase from employers. 

Here are three good reasons why the pre- 
sent schedule should be maintained: 

1. The increase will amount to about $1.- 
300,000,000, half being paid by the employe 
and half by employers. That means employe 
spendable incomes will be reduced by more 
than half a billion a year—and the prices con- 
sumers pay for goods will rise by a, similar 
amount, inasmuch as business must include 
all expenses in the price charged for what it 
sells. 

2. There is no need now for a larger social 
security fund. The reserve stands at more than 
$18,000,000,000, and is increasing by $1,000.- 
000,000 a year at current tax rate. 

3. The economic welfare of this country 
depends on the sale of more consumer goods, 
not less. Production in almost all fields is on 
the increase. When we reduce consumer 
spending power, we weaken the production- 
distribution machine—at the ultimate expense 
of employment, living standards, and normal 
sources of taxation. 

Another point should be considered. The 
avowed objective of the government now is 
to cut taxes as soon as possible. In the light 
OL. this, it is difficult to see how this tax increase 
can be defended.

For Trucks 


Opposed by San Bernardino in- 
terests and long favored by lead- 
ers in this area to solve the truck 
traffic problem is the construction 
of a new “diagonal”? highway to 
connect with a short-cut to Cajon 
pass. 

City Councilman Donald Carr 
presented a report on this high- 
way situation to his fellow coun- 
cilmen. Thursday night as one 
step in the study to reduce the 
Euclid avenue truck-traffic prob- 
lem. County Supervisors William 
R. Mason of Upland and Frank 
Mogle,. Chino, were at a recent 
meeting when the truck problem 
was discussed. 

Sketches of the new, proposed 
highway were presented. The new 
route would begin at Milliken 
avenue and Valley boulevard, east 
of Ontario. Milliken avenue is 
half a mile east of Archibald ave- 
nue. After extending north on 
Milliken’ for about a mile, the 
route will incline east near the 
Southern California Edison Co. 
substation and the Kaiser Co. 
plant. and continue on through 


Etiwanda to connect with the so- 


called “Devore cut-off.” 

This route is deemed the most 
direct from this valley to the 
Cajon pass. Mr. Carr said plans 
provide for the new route to have 
limited access from other thor- 
oughfares and would give truckers 
a direct route and would be used 
by them instead of Euclid avenue 
or any other busy thoroughfare.

This precipitator, which had to be custom-built 
because of its great size, started operations early this 
year but has not achieved the results anticipated. 
Accordingly, engineers from the manufacturing firm, 
as well as our own engineers and scientists, have been 
working around the clock to improve the perform- 
ance. 


Experiments will continue 


For the past few months they have also been experi- 
menting with a small pilot precipitator simulating 
conditions believed to exist in the big unit. This pilot 
operation has been able to eliminate smoke up to 82 
per cent for limited periods. We will continue these 
various experiments as intensively and exhaustively 
as we know how in order to achieve maximum con- 
trol efficiency. 


Meanwhile, our 15 full-time scientists—whose
